PREMIER. WANTS 
LIQUOR TAXES 
FOR PROVINCE 


Frost Urges Federal 
Govt. to Vacate Field 


Toronto, March 1. (CP)—The 
Ontario government wants to be 
‘alone in the fleld of liquor taxa- 
tion, 

Premier Frost yesterday urged 
the federal government to vacate| 
the field, leaving the revenue trom 
liquor taxes completely to the 
provinces, . ~ 
Speaking during debate on an 
amendment to the Liquor Licence 
Act, Premier Frosty inthe 
Ontario legislature: 

“There is no field in which more | 
good would come than in this 
field, if 2 single taxing author- 
ity could be arranged.” 

‘Premier Frost said an example 
of the confusion that could be| 
caused by the dual authority in| 
the field was the federal _in- 
crease in the liquor tax last Sep- 
tember. He sald it was made| 
without notice and upset the 
province's estimate on revenue 
from the tax. 

‘The provinces needed addition-| 
‘al sources of revenue and liquor 
would be s good way of provid- 
ing them, Mr. Frost said, no- 
ting that of a total of $102,000,000 
in liquor taxes in 1949, the feder~ 
al government had received $62,- 
000,000.

2 For all other commodities, 
the minimum down payment will 
bbe one-third instead of one-fifth. 

3. In all cases, the minimum 
down payment will be not less 
than $10, Formerly it was $5. 

4. The’ maximum period of 
credit will be 12 months instead 
‘of 18 and the minimum size of| 
instalment payments will be $10 
a month, or $2.50 a week, instead 
‘of $5 a'month, or $1.25 a week. 

5, Under what ts known in the 
trade as revolving credit plans, 
the minimum initial down pay- 
ment will be $10 and wherever 
new purchases are made under 
existing éredits the’minimum 
monthly instalment will-be. $10.

Ontario consumers are guarded 
against changes in the price of 
milk for an indefinite period 
under a measure introduced in the 
legislature yesterday, 
A bill brought in by Welfare 
Minister Goodfellow put an ia- 
mediate’ freeze on the price of 
milk and provides for a four-man 
board to regulate sale of the com- 
modity in the province.

The legislation ‘ freezes milk 
prices at levels In effect midnight, 
March 14.

Strength of Russian and Chinese 


Armed Forces Set at 8,000,000 


London, March 19 — (AP) 
Britain's “War Ottice last night’ 
‘estimated Russian and communist 
Chinese armed forces together at 
8,000,000 men. War Minister John 
Strachey set the Soviet ground 
army at 2,800,000" soldiers — = 
“very large” peacetime mobiliza- 
tion but “not the Incredibly vast 
force which some people seem to 
fear.” 

‘Strachey, speaking at Dundee, 
and a War Otfice release of hith- 
exto-secret intelligence reports in 
effect refuted a formal Russian 
note to Britain Feb. 24 in which 
the Kremlin claimed it had Uttle 
more than 2,500,000 men under 


arms. 

Instead, Britain “estimated, the 
two major communist countries 
‘each has about 4,000,000 weapon-| 
‘wielders — including army- navy, | 
air force, and internal security 





The War Otfice opened its fites, 
Strachey explained, to dispel “the 
dangers of Ignorance.” 

“It is not the case,” he said, 
“that the Russian forces are in- 
numerable and invincible.” 

‘The U.S. Senate Foreign Rela~ 
tions Armed Services Committee 
reported ‘last_ month that the 
Aulantic Pact Powers have 4,476,~ 
000 men under arms and 2,600,000 
In the ground forces. 

“So far,” Strachey said, “the| 
Atlantle Pact countries have not 
built up thelr armed forces on as 
large a scale as the Russians, but 
if we are forced to do so we can 
do it without putting any intol- 
erable strain on ourselves.” 

‘The report sald the Soviet 
equipment includes “very great| 
numbers of excellent tanks and 
artillery weapons,” and added | 
that morale is high in both the 
Soviet and Chinese red armies,
